MANZANARS TROUBLES 


The spring issue of the Common Ground carried a ro- 
port entitled, "What Happened at Manzanar," in December. 
The facts do not prove that Manzanar. was a hotbad of 
pro-Axis sentiment, it stated. 

In the flareup that followed an initial disturbance, 
two nisei were accidentilly killed and in tho negotia- 
tions that followed, the committee of spokosinen for the 
evacuees forwerded various underlying causes of dis- 
content: "discrimination against Issei (aliens) in 
favor of the younger, less experienced Nisei (American 
citizens) in administrative positions and also in Lhe 
community government; pre-ovacuation quarrels and fac~ 
tional disputes; delays in payment of wages and of 
clothing allowances; verintions in quality of food be- 
tween mess halis; the pro-eadministration ond pro- 
government policy of the center nowspsver; trial of 
evacuees by civil courts outside the rolocation oenter; 
uncertainty about the future in this country; financial 
loss in disposing of property at the time of evaom- 


tions; and unfriendly press outside thp: relocetion cen- 
ters." 


"The combination of theso infilucnees. had uđe the 
entire comunity extremely volatilo, 


ready to oxpiode 
if a sperk touched it orf." Tre negotiations ended 
the military lew. 


Manzeanar's Project director Ralph P. Merritt in his 
Christims lotter to his aunt, € which a copy was print- 
ed in the Common Ground, said, "Today ianzanar has 
again become the scene of a təst of racial tolarenco-- 
the greatest test re. democracy has evor met.. s...
